Strahan was with NSM-America, formerly known as Loewen-America, almost 
since its inception. He started as a service technician nearly 15 years ago 
and worked his way up to the presidency in 1982. Under Strahan’s direc- 
tion, NSM jukebox products enjoyed growing popularity in North America, 
to the point where today it holds the second-largest market share. 


His involvement in the jukebox industry has gone well beyond trying to sell 
NSM jukeboxes. Strahan has helped draft manufacturing standards and 
has actively participated in political lobbying efforts to further the industry. 
He was recently elected AAMA vice president and is also serving his se- 
cond three-year term as a board member. : 


Ullrich Schulze, managing director of NSM AG, said, “We are very sorry 
that Rus has chosen to leave NSM-America. Our relationship was one that 
was far more than just business. We enjoyed a fellowship that grew over 
the years, one that | highly prized and respected a great deal.” Peter Kuhn, 
marketing director for NSM AG, added, ‘Our respect for Rus and his ef- 
forts extends well beyond business dealings. We all wish him continuing 
great success in his future endeavors.” 


Kuhn, who also sits on NSM AG’s board of directors, will assume Strahan’s 
position ‘‘at least for a period of time” and will report directly to Schulze. 
John Margold and Jurgen Jost remain NSM-America’s vice president of 
sales and marketing and controller/financial manager, respectively. 


What does the future hold for Strahan? He said, “I’m going to take a little 
time off to begin with, but | haven’t made any decisions yet. I’d like to thank 
all the great friends who have called to offer their support. I’d also like to 
thank those who work behind the scenes at NSM; they are the ones who 
made me look good: Mike Jablonski, Tony Lance, George Haydocy, John 
Tracy, Keith White, Sue Davis, Lisa, Carol, and Orlando. They have been 
at NSM all along and have done a wonderful job. | can assure all of NSM’s 
customers that they will continue to do a fine job.”

I would like to see a 
change where a small vi- 


deo poker sign could be 
displayed on the outside 
of the location. I also 
think there should be a 
lower limit on the number 
of machines in truck 
stops, race tracks, and 
OTBs. 

Riverboats and the 
land-based casino? I am 
sure they will hurt our 
business. But by the time 
they really get rolling our 
machines and start-up 
costs will be paid for, so 
our net income will not 
fall a great deal.” 

Leon Militello Jr., L.S.M. 
Amusement, Bossier City, 
La.: “Keeping thousands 
of dollars in quarters on 


hand for the small loca- 
tions with limited capital 
has been difficult. 

I don’t think the future 
riverboats and land- 
based casino will hurt my 
business, because I feel 
that anytime you can 
bring millions of people 
into the state just to gam- 
ble you should get your 
share. 

I’m in favor of taking 
control away from the 
state police and letting 
the attorney general’s of- 
fice regulate.”

commercials? Headache of 
the month? Coin machine oper- 
ators around the country have 
had their share of headaches this 
year trying to pass video gaming 
legislation. ‘‘Prospects are 
deader than hell!” is the way one 
observer put it. 

This month we have strived to 
present a complete picture of 
gaming across the country, with 
special emphasis on Louisiana 
and Oregon. The contrast in 
these two states is staggering. I 
urge everyone to carefully read 
the operator comments contain- 
ed therein. 

Oregon operators wish they 
could say the state-run video 
gaming program is falling on its 
face, but they cannot. In all 
honesty, although the market 
penetration is not what it could 
be with our industry’s participa- 
tion, the system is working well 
and locations are prospering. 
Not so for the operators. Take 
note: this is what the future may 
hold if our industry is not careful. 

The pairing of business and 
government can be beneficial for 
both sides; it supports the free 
enterprise system our country 
was built upon. For those states 
still working toward that goal, 
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li FRONT 


the following 10 points are of- 
fered as a headache remedy. 

1. Take nothing for granted. 
Even though the political climate 
in your state may seem ideal and 
feedback has been positive, ex- 
pect the unexpected. 

2. Figure several years to go 
through the correct political pro- 
cess. Video gaming is a commit- 
ment of time and money, energy 
and effort. The rewards are far 
down the road. 

3. Be prepared for negative 
publicity. Misconceptions about 
our industry and the whole video 
gaming concept, combined with 
the emotionally charged word 
‘gambling,’ makes for good 
newspaper copy and TV edi- 
torials. Don’t be surprised when 
moral objections surface. 

4. Prepare educational mater- 
ials in advance to answer your 
detractors. Arm yourself with as 
much data as possible to support 
your position and always update 
it with the latest information, 
such as projections of positive 
economic impact. 

5. Remember who youre talk- 
ing to.

Therefore, we’d have 
cheaper games. 

¢ Coin mechanisms seem to work better and identify 
coins with less failure than paper dollars. 

e With a dollar coin, we could move play from 25 cents 
to three for a dollar. We'd finally be able to keep up with 
inflation and the extremely hefty manufacturers’ prices 
on new games. Everybody else is charging more—the 
government, manufacturers, distributors, workers 
comp, etc. Why not the operators? 

¢ It would be far less costly than bill acceptors.

hat’s Sega’s future in 

regards to growth?” was 
the question the company attemp- 
ted to answer at its June distribu- 
tor meeting, held at the beautiful 
Silverado resort deep in the heart 
of Napa Valley, California.

The second product is Virtua For- 
mula, an eight-player game 
designed especially for theme 
parks, which are growing rapidly 
throughout the world.

The correct answer is g) all of the above. 
Recognizing the answer is not enough; 
putting the elements together to spear- 
head a drive for legalized video gaming is 
another matter. 

In 1993, the best hopes for obtaining the 
ultimate goal of a private enterprise/ pub- 
lic sector partner- 
Ship were in West 
Virginia, Maine, and 
Indiana. All three 
failed. An April ref- 
erendum in Wis- 
consin put the 
kibosh on expanded 
gambling ventures 
there. South Dakota 
saw its Legislature 
hit the nearly four- 
year-old industry 
with an increased 
tax and higher 
license fees. 

Other states con- 
tinuing the good 
fight without suc- 
cess included Mis- 
souri, Texas, Kansas, 
North Dakota, and 
Idaho. South Caro- 
lina was able to gain passage of game-lim- 
iting regulations to combat widespread 
abuse of the legal devices, but more are 
needed. The governor of Massachusetts 
favors video gaming at race tracks only; 
public hearings on the subject have nei- 
ther clarified the issue nor established the 
coin machine community as crucial to a 
successful program. 
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What does the future hold? “Riverboats 
and Indian casinos, that’s where the 
expansion of gaming is going to take 
place,” predicted a battle-weary coin-op 
veteran who sees the window of opportu- 
nity closing in our faces. Discouraged, yes; 
ready to give up, no. 

In the continental . 
United States, legal 
video gaming juris- 
dictions include 
Montana, .South 
Dakota, Louisiana, 
and South Carolina 
with coin machine 
operators; Oregon 
and Rhode Island 
state-run. Missis- 
Sippis unique dock- 
side gambling offers 
the largest collec- 
tion of casinos out- 
side of Las Vegas 
and Atlantic City, 
and is a living exam- 
ple of how legalized 
gambling can revi- 
talize an area's 
economy.

on 18th Street in Metairie, La., 
is atypical bar and restaurant with 
a good lunch crowd and evening 
business to match. And it happens 
to have three legal video poker 
machines that are a welcome 
addition. 

Susan Mieding, the day-shift 
bartender, who’s been in the pro- 
fession for 20 years, considers 
video poker a boon to the business. 
‘‘Many bars were struggling,” she 
says. “The video poker machines 


help pay the rent, and customers 
love to play them.” 

What's the biggest payout she 
ever witnessed? “The maximum 
$500 jackpot, which caused a lot of 
excitement.” 

Asked if customers put their 
change into the games instead of 
leaving it for the bartender, she 
answers: “Just the opposite has 
happened. Tips. haven’t gone 
down, and when customers win 
they may even toss the bartender 
an extra tip.” 
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Crazy Johnnie’s three games are 
on the bar side of the establish- 
ment, away from the restaurant 
side, in accordance with the state’s 
rules and regulations. A sign clear- 
ly says “no minors allowed.”’ If 
under-age players venture over to 
the games, they’re told straight up 
that they cannot play. 

Crazy Johnnie’s is one of many 
locations in the state that are 
satisfied with video poker.

At the Club Majestic in Bogalusa,

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owner Denis Ard agrees that the 
games have been worthwhile. At 
first he felt the La. State Police 
were being overly strict with the 
lengthy application forms, which 
almost made him reconsider. 

“It’s a drawing card for my 
business,” says Ard, who would 
like to see more than three games 
allowed per location. Under the 
Louisiana law race tracks and 
OTBs can have unlimited games, 
truck stops can have 50, but 
regular liquor-licensed establish- 
ments can have only three. 

“I think the state should give the 
option of having more machines, 
just as it’s an option for customers 
to play the games or not,” says Ard. 
He wonders why Mississippi’s 
dockside casinos can advertise on 
billboards, TV, and radio all over 
Louisiana when he ‘can’t even 
have one sign outside.” 

He has a second location in Cov- 
ington, La., called the Club Ma.- 
jestic. It’s not far from The Finish 
Line off-track betting parlour, 
which has impacted his business 
on the negative side. 

“What people don’t realize,” says 
Ard, “is that the bar business has 
an astronomical overhead. You 
have to have a good volume to sur- 
vive. There’s no doubt in my mind 
that there are numerous locations 
where video poker machines kept 
the places alive.” 


His Club Majestic is a hopping 
spot on the weekends when local 
musicians perform. On Mondays 
customers enjoy karaoke, and on 
Wednesdays boiled crawfish, a 
Louisiana seafood delicacy. Inside 
are pool tables, a foosball table, 
and a jukebox filled with oldies, 
dance music, and country and 
western tunes. The three video 
poker games are positioned on a 
carousel for best effect. 

The majority of Club Majestic’s 
customers are between the ages of 
21 and 40; the mix is an even 50/50 
men to women. There’s more 
socializing than anything, notes 


Ard. Heis glad to see patrons come 
away big winners, saying, “One 
customer recently hit a $315 
jackpot and was just tickled. I was 
happy for him. I’m pro-winner. It’s 
good for customers to win; the loca- 
tion cannot benefit all the time.” 

He hasn’t received any com- 
plaints from customers, nor ob- 
served any overindulgence. In his 
opinion, “If you’re old enough to be 
in here, you’re an adult and should 
know how much you can afford to 
play. I know that’s how I approach 
1G.” 


Capo’s was established in 1927 
and has enjoyed a colorful past as 
a grocery store and restaurant and 
bar. It is known area-wide for its 
legendary po-boy sandwiches, 
which are still prepared for special 
occasions. 

The walls are lined with framed 
photographs that chronicle six 
decades of Capo’s existence. Pic- 
tured are local officials and 
businessmen, and the likes of the 
late baseball player and sports 
commentator Dizzy Dean. All the 
woodwork and flooring is original. 


“Even customers who don’t play have made com- 
ments that the games have helped the business. 
Very seldom are the machines not busy.”’ 


Like many location owners, Ard 
was solicited by non-traditional 
amusement companies vying for 
his business. “I had people come 
out of the woodwork,” he says. 
‘But I wanted someone establish- 
ed in the business. Locations have 
to look at the foundation of amuse- 
ment companies. Those fly-by- 
night people—I didn’t know if they 
were legitimate or not. I had been 
dealing with one local company for 
years, so why change? I did have 
some good offers. I chose to look at 
reliability and dependability.” 


As the city changes around it, 
Capo’s stands frozen in time, a 
warm reminder of yesteryear. 

Like Ard, Capo was bombarded 
with a lot of unknown companies 
seeking his location’s business. “‘I 
told them I'd go with the local com- 
pany I’ve dealt with all my life. No 
sense taking up my time or your 
time, I’m dealing locally.” End of 
discussion. 

Capo’s clientele include the five 
o'clock club of workers from the 
paper mill, ladies from the beauty 
shops, bowling league members,

A neighboring Bogalusa location 
with a unique atmosphere is 
Capo’s on S. Royal Street and 
North Avenue. Proprietors Paul 
“Polo” and RaNaye Capo serve up 
hospitality and history behind the 
mahogany bar along with 6-1/2 oz. 
bottles of soda, a variety of beers, 
50-cent pool (a recent switch from 
25-cent games) and a jukebox that 
gives two plays for a quarter and 12 
plays for $1. 
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and a lot of friendly neighbors. The 
bar business is off a bit in the sum- 
mer as usual, due to the draw of 
outdoor recreation. 

Says Capo: “The games have 
done exceptionally well. They 
helped my bar sales. Just about 
everyone who comes in here 
knows everyone else. It’s a place to 
socialize. A fellow who won the 
$500 jackpot gave me $20 to treat 
other customers to drinks.” No one

Shreveport 

At the other end of the state, in 
Shreveport, there’s hardly a more 
satisfied location than Marie’s 
Smoked Turkey Restaurant. Pro- 
prietor Marie Tucker is known 
area-wide for her 13-year-old 
barbecue establishment. 

When asked the state of her 
business before the advent of video 
poker, she quickly responds in one 
word: ‘Pitiful! Video poker was a 
lifesaver. I was able to do some of 
the things I desperately needed to 
do, such as repair my sign, add 
lighting to the parking lot and the 
front of the building, repaint the in- 
terior, and repair my smoker. I add- 
ed two employees and managed to 
pay off some of my indebtedness as 
well.” 

Tucker is open from 9 a.m. until 9 
p.m.; she often stays late to accom- 
modate video poker players. “I 
have people waiting at the door in, 
the morning when I open up. Video 
poker utilizes my floor space (2,000 
square feet) to the utmost,” Tucker 
Says. 


What makes her location so 
popular? “People enjoy the homey 
atmosphere,’ she says. “They can 
relax. It’s not a bar. Ladies are not 
afraid to come here at night. 
Women as a whole are not comfor- 
table coming into a bar by them- 
selves. There are a lot of people 
who play video poker who don’t 
drink.” 


customers who don’t play have 
made comments that the games 
have helped the business.

Butch Smith is another subur- 
ban Shreveport businessman 
satisfied with the performance of 
video poker. Smith’s Pizza Inn has

Tucker would like to have more 
machines; her place could accom- 
modate them. She is more than 
happy to see $5s and $10s coming 
in September. “It’s an aggravation 
to feed in those lil’ ol’ $1s or 
quarters; larger bills will be a big 
help. We've had to have plenty of 
$1s on hand and in good enough 
condition for the machines to read 
and accept.” 

She’s had no negative response 
to the machines, adding, “Even 
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years. 

‘We did well for a number of 
years,’ noted Smith, ‘“‘until the 
downturn in the economy.” An ex- 
ample of that downturn: the near- 
by AT&T plant, which once 
employed 8,000 workers, is now 
down to 3,000. A shrinking custo- 
mer base was the result for Smith 
and other area businesses. 

Smith has been serving up pizza 
for 28 years. “You can get kind of 
burned out after a while,” he says. 
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‘Video poker is new and exciting. I 
enjoy mingling with the players. A 
lot of people call my place the 
‘Cheers’ crowd, after the TV 
series.” 

Smith is proud of the separate 
enclosure he built for his three 
poker games (and yes, he'd like to 
have more). Two standard videos 
afford entertainment for children 
while the adults have their video 
poker area. 

On a recent Wednesday morn- 
ing at 10:30 a.m. players were 
showing up and he doesn’t open 
until 11 a.m. According to Smith, 
most players are responsible, 
acknowledging, “You'll have those 
that abuse anything.”’ 

He’s “thrilled” to have $5s and 
$10s coming, even though Sept. 15 
seems a long way Off. “It’s been a 
pain counting and stocking all 
those bills,’ he admits. 

If there’s any blemish on the 
silver lining, Smith thinks it may be 
a saturation point in his vicinity. 
He’s not worried about the impen- 
ding riverboats, explaining that his 
location is a long way from the 
river. “If I were closer it would have 
more of an impact. I think the boats 
will draw tourists. My traffic is 
from the neighborhood.”’ 

New Orleans 


The Lakeview Harbor Restau- | 


rant in New Orleans is anew mom- 
and-pop shop that opened its doors 
a brief four months ago, featuring 
a menu of deluxe burgers, baked 
potatoes, and salads. The bar area 
has two video poker machines and 
a CD jukebox. Weekends are bus- 
iest at the Harbor, which has a 
local clientele. The poker games 
have been well received and plans 
are to add a third. 

“At first we didn’t think we had 
the space for the maximum three, ” 
says Laurie Henderson. Her hus- 
band Tony and partner Mark 
Schenck are co-owners. Hender- 
son’s husband gained 18 years of 
experience in the restaurant 


business before striking out on his 
own with Schenck. 

The new rule on $5s and $10s is 
applauded by Henderson, who dis- 
liked the $1s “partly because they 
take your liquid assets and tie 
them up.” She reports no problem 
with minors; two signs clearly state 
that under-age players are not 
allowed. When the third machine 
comes in, she will relocate the 
jukebox to another spot to insure 
that youngsters stay away from 
the video poker area. 


increase my output of funds into 
the machines.” 

There are times you can't get a 
machine at The Checkmate, where 
Prats has them spaced out instead 
of close together. There’s one at 
each end of the bar and one in the 
back by the tables and dart boards. 
“The close proximity to the bar is 
convenient for customers,” says 
Prats. He adds that the machines 
have helped the bar business, as 
well as drawn “‘a lot of people who 
come by just to play the machines.” 


‘‘There’s no doubt in my mind that there are 
numerous locations where video poker machines 


kept the places alive. ”’ 


Like many licensed locations, 
Henderson found that the applica- 
tion form from the state came with 
no instructions. Luckily, the oper- 
ator supplying the machines was 
able to assist. 

In the last-but-not-least category, 
we had to revisit The Checkmate 
Lounge in New Orleans, one of the 


' first, taverns in the city to have 


machines turned on last July. 
Owner Albert Prats was talking 
with customer Dan Fredricks at 
midday. 


Prats joins other locations wel- 
coming the ability to use $5s and 
$10s. Stocking enough change, ap- 
proximately $2,000 in $1s for the 
average location, has been a uni- 
versal problem. As one location 
owner stated: “It’s been a never en- 
ding story.” 

Will nickel play be considered at 
a future date, as in South Dakota? 
“Not feasible” is the resounding 
response, with this side note: loca- 
tions would have to employ some- 
one full-time just to make change. 


‘I told them I'd go with the local company I’ve 
dealt with all my life. No use taking up my time or 


your time.”’ 


“It’s a pastime,” says Fredricks. 
“Tenjoy playing. It doesn’t cost a lot 
of money and you play for the ex- 
citement of playing.” He feels that 
women are the best players be- 
cause ‘they play cheap and havea 
good time. Women get excited 
when they win $5.”’ 

How will $5s and $10s affect his 
playing? Fredricks says, “It will be 


easier to play but it’s not going to

Operators are vocal 


about video poker 


. or the first time in 10 years 
people in our business are 
making. some money,’ says 
Aubrey Brooks of Tommie’s Novel- 
ty Co. in Shreveport, La., regarding 
legal video poker machines. Adds 
Brooks: “It’s certainly helped my 
disposition, I can tell you that. And 
it’s benefited our small restaurants 
and lounges.” 

Helping the small businessman 
was one of the goals of the 1991 
Louisiana law legalizing the 
devices in liquor- licensed estab- 
lishments (taverns and restau- 
rants), truck stops, race tracks, and 
off-track betting parlors. In addi- 
tion, the law called for the end of 
gray area games, which were dif- 
ficult to police and not accountable 
to either the player or the state. 

A quick recap 

One-year after implementation, 

as of the week ending June 19, 
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there are 10,083 machines in 2,714 
locations. Approximately $393.1 
million entered the machines and 
players received $222.3 million in 
winnings. 

The state receives 22.5 percent of 
the net proceeds; the balance is 
divided evenly between the opera- 
tor and the location. The average 
net revenue per machine per week 
hovers in the neighborhood of 
$500-$550, higher in truck stops and 
lower in race tracks. 

Players can bet from 25 cents up 
to amaximum of $2 per hand with 
a top payout of $500. Liquor-li- 
censed locations can have only 
three machines each, truck stops 
50, and race tracks unlimited. On- 
ly poker games are allowed. 

The license fee structure is as 
follows: locations—$100 per ma- 
chine per year; operators—$1,000 
annual fee and $1,000 per machine 
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Ricky Ross of Ross Investment. 
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per year; distributors—$3,000 per 
year; and manufacturers—$5,000 
per year. The tally for licensed 
companies, as of June 19: 18 manu- 
facturers, 192 device owners, 18 
distributors, and seven service 
entities. 

Machines throughout the state 
are connected to the state’s central 
computer for complete accoun- 
tability. The licensing process is 
thorough and companies seeking 
to skirt the law have been “found 
out” by the La. State Police, which 
administers the program from li- 
censing to the enforcement of the 
rules and regulations. 

As with any new industry, there 
have been growing pains. Anxious 
distributors, operators, and loca- 
tions were impatient at the beginn- 
ing, when everyone wanted their 
machines turned on instantly. Con- 
troversy arose over contracts; 


stacks of paperwork reached sky- 
scraper proportions; and the de- 
mand for $1 bills was infinite.

Operators and locations are wel- 
coming a change due Sept. 15, 
when patrons will be able to use 
$5s and $10s instead of only $1s in 
the machines.

Video poker 
has given them the means to re- 
model and do things they could not 
do before. 

The enormous amount of calls 
for change was difficult to handle. 
Carrying large amounts of money 
created an unhealthy and unsafe 
atmosphere for my employees. The 
$5s and $10s will end all that. 

The state police have done a 
tremendous job. I know it was hard 
at the start, but it was new to 
everyone. They have been as help- 
ful as possible. 

Will riverboats hurt my busi- 
ness? I’ve visited riverboats in []- 
linois and I don’t think they will im- 
pact me as long as they stay afloat 
and don’t become dockside gambl- 
ing. I think they will appeal to 
tourists and not draw local people. 

As far as changes are concerned, 
next year I'd like to see the 
Legislature put a mandatory 
sentence on breaking and enter- 
ing. We've had seven break-ins 
during the last two weeks. There 
was proposed legislation this year 
to restrict truck stops. That’s 
basically a restraint of trade. If a 


person wants to open a bona fide 
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truck stop he should be able to do

Louisiana is the only state in 
which legal video gaming is over- 
seen by the state police (Gaming 
Enforcement, Video Gaming Divi- 
sion). In South Dakota, Oregon, 
and Rhode Island, video gaming 
comes under the authority of the 
state Lottery; in Montana the 
Department of Revenue, Video 
Poker Division. 

The law legalizing video poker in 
Louisiana passed in the 1991 legis- 
lative session. It was 10 months 
before the first games were opera- 
tional on atest basis in state race 
tracks (May 1992): the official star- 
ting date statewide was July 1. 

Thirty-three commissioned of- 
ficers and 14 civilian employees in 
auditing, technical, clerical, and 
legal handle licensing and enforc- 
ing the rules and regulations. 

According to Lt. Riley Black- 
welder: “Overall, I think it has 
been a very successful start-up of 
a new industry in the state. One 
year ago we had no machines and 
now we have over 10,000. The 
machines are getting good play, 
the industry seems to be happy 
with what’s going on, and the loca- 
tions are doing well with the ada- 
ed revenue. 

“One thing we've tried hard to 
maintain is consistent enforce- 
ment in field decisions. As in any 
arm of law enforcement, certain 
decisions are judgment calls. 

“We're busy now but expect to 
be busier when $5s and $10s are 
implemented on Sept. 15, taking 
into consideration the number of 
machines that will be changing 
over to accept the larger denomi- 
nation currency.”

without coin machine operator 
participation. Oregon operators 
and distributors have been living 
that scenario for 18 months and the 
picture is not pretty. 

According to Cheryl McCown of 
Charlie’s Recreation in Eugene, 
Ore., and a director of the Oregon 
Amusement and Music Operators 
Association, ““There’s been a 40 
percent reduction in the associa- 
tion membership. It’s hard to get 
people out to the meetings because 
they’re busy doing what their 
employees used to do. We're con- 
centrating on survival.” 

Increased efforts in dart and pool 
leagues are one way operators are 
fighting to keep their locations. 
This is what they’re up against: 
video lottery commenced in March 
1992 in age-controlled, liquor- 
licensed establishments across the 
state. Locations receive 35 percent 
of the net proceeds after customer 
payouts; the balance goes to the 
Oregon Lottery. The Lottery leases 
the machines from manufacturers. 
A maximum of five machines are 
allowed per location; all units are 
connected to acentral computer in 
an on-line system vf constant 
communication. 

Although the Lottery encoun- 
tered some problems with the in- 


sting of state-run VLTs 


itial hook-ups, the program has 
been progressing more smoothly 
of late. There are approximately 
5,400 machines in 1,100 locations. 

One of the fears shared by 
Oregon operators has come true: 
locations ask operators to take 
standard amusement games out to 
accommodate the state’s video 
poker machines. In instances 
where the games remain, revenue 
drops drastically. More money is 
being pumped into the gaming 
machines, as expected. 

Operators talk 

‘My video business is down, bet- 
ween 35-50 percent where they're 
up against video pokers,’ says Bob 
Ledbetter of Quality Amusement 
Co. in Portland, a full-line street 
operation that covers a four- 
county area. 

“Music, pool, and darts have 
been the only bright spots. I’ve 
removed at least 75-100 machines 
from locations; 85 percent of those 
were videos. We weren't hurt in 
bowling centers because they have 
more space, but we were hurt in 
taverns.”’ 

Pinball did not suffer as much on 
Ledbetter’s routes, partly because 
there are a certain number of peo- 
ple who are pinball players, and 
some prefer it to video. 

Quality has cut its staff by five; 
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downsizing means many opera- 
tors are out in the field doing collec- 
tions themselves. Ledbetter still 
sees growth potential in pool and 
dart leagues but not much for the 
arcade business, at least in the 
Portland area. 

Is the Oregon Lottery providing 
good service? “Overall they're do- 
ing a fairly decent job, service- 
wise,” says Ledbetter. Locations 
must fix paper and bill jams in the 
machines, which accept $1s and 
$5s. 

Down in Brookings, along the 
coast, Rick Geraghty of Geraghty 
Coin Machine Service has also felt 
the crunch. “Everything’s down, ” 
says Geraghty. “We have to pick 
up machines to make room for 
VLTs. We’re down 35 percent 
overall in video. 

‘“Video lottery has definitely 
taken its toll. We had a lot of little 
bars with pinball games, but not 
anymore. Other games are low in 
play to the point where it’s not 
feasible to pay the machine license 
fees and take service calls on 
them.” 

Geraghty and fellow OAMOA 
members have been fighting the 
annual amusement machine li- 
cense fee, which is $75 per game 
per year on most equipment, ex- 
cept pool; $37.50 for jukeboxes. 
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“We're working now to get that $75 
decreased,” he explains, “hoping 
for a $25 fee for the next two years. 
We've been devastated by video 
poker and cannot pay the high 
fees.” 

Oregon’s legislative session 
(ongoing at press time) was also 
considering a proposal to increase 
the video poker license fee for loca- 
tions, based on revenue figures. 
The fee is now $100 per machine 
and could go up to nearly $300 per 
machine. There’s also a bill pen- 
ding to bring the Lottery under 
legislative review for their budget. 

Geraghty is trying to build up his 
league program. The coast is af- 
fected by the logging and salmon 
fishing industries and many 
former customers no longer have 
the money for a night out. Says 
Geraghty, ‘““We have to diversify 
and keep fighting.”

The Cafe was always a part of his 
business, along with three amuse- 
ment routes. Weddle employed 
five mechanics at one time; now he 
handles a very small route alone. 

“Tm still of the opinion that it’s 
not the state’s business to be in 
business,” he says. “They've pro- 
ven they can do it, and pretty much 
cleared us out of the tavern 
market. I’m not sure they have the 
market share we could have 
achieved. ”’

he adds. ‘““‘When the Lottery comes 
in, knowing the psychology of the 
people who have played the other 
games, they specify where the 
poker games are to be placed.” 
What can local operators do?

Damtew sees locations coming in 
to buy their own equipment, 
another bad sign. “We've had to 
lay off five people in our office,” he 
says. “Sales are off from 25 to 27 
percent. A few jukeboxes and a few 
pinballs are selling; with other 
amusement devices it’s tough.” 


Mike McWilliams of General 
Coin in Portland reports similar ex- 
periences. “A lot of our customers 
have had to pick up equipment and 
move it into the warehouse.

McWilliams says his pinball and 
music sales are down. Dart custo- 
mers tell him that while league 
players are still there, they play the 
poker games instead of dropping 
coins into the dart games to warm 
up for the matches. 

“We all suspected there would be 
a ton of money going into those 
machines,’ says McWilliams. He 
feels the industry is shifting away 
from bars and taverns and over to 
arcades and destination-type 
locations. 

“Operators are surviving by di- 
versifying,” he explains. “Business 
up here has always gone in cycles.

Note: The Oregon Lottery hired 
nearly 180 workers in 1992 to handle 
the video poker program. Payroll 
and benefits for those workers is 
significantly higher than antici- 
pated, causing budget increases for 
the organization. As far as Play 
Meter was able to determine, no 
local operators or distributors have 
any contracts to provide service on 
the VLTs. Since most of Oregon is 
rural, the majority of the VLTs are 
located in metropolitan areas.

| am, or was, an operator in Oregon. I am se- 

cond generation and would have brought 
a third generation into the business if not for 
state-run video lottery. 

Let’s talk about my family history for 
awhile. My father came into the coin machine 
business from the grocery business. He 
bought a small route and built it up.

Being in a service business, we provided the 
required machines on a lease basis. Yes, we 
knew our customers were probably gambling 
with them. However, the decline in the so- 
called “white” games was bad enough that it 
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His experiences may parallel 
those of someone you know, or it 
may hit even closer to home. 
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gon’s video lottery, for 
whatever reasons 
were dreamed up by 
Oregon officials.

believe it has been 
shown that video lottery systems across the 
country can and dorun well privately as well 
as publicly. 

I will caution all of you out there: if you’re 
looking into video lottery for your state and 
want to be involved, get it in writing.

| tem: City Lights I and II, two 
floating casinos operated by 
Hollywood Casino Corp., opened 
June 17 on the Fox River 40 miles 
west of Chicago in Aurora, III. 
There’s also a four-story, 65,000- 
square-foot, land-based docking 
pavilion with restaurants, lounges, 
private club, and big-name enter- 
tainment scheduled to appear, the 
likes of Willie Nelson and Frank 
Sinatra. 

Item: the Casino Queen, a 
447-foot-long, $18.5 million vessel 
with 850 slots, 40 blackjack tables, 
and seven bars began cruising the 
Mississippi River at East St. Louis, 
Mo., on June 21. 

Item: Groundbreaking began on 
June 24 for the St. Charles River- 
front Station project, a Station 
Casinos Inc. gaming complex 
featuring a riverboat on the 
Missouri River and a three-story, 
90,000-square-foot food and enter- 
tainment area. Anticipated cost: 
$50 million. Additional phases will 
include more riverboats, a marina, 
hotel, restaurants, and retail 
property. 

Hardly a day goes by without 
new information surfacing on 
multi-million-dollar projects tar- 
geted for the emerging riverboat 


market. Attractive offers are being 
made to existing vessels to move 
from their current home base to 
cruise more lucrative waters 
elsewhere, as in the case of the 
Dubuque Casino Belle, formerly 
based in Dubuque, Iowa, now sold 
and moving to the St. Charles 
Riverfront Station project. The 
Emerald Lady and Diamond Lady, 
both formerly of Iowa, are now 
docked in Mississippi. Talk about 
supply and demand. 

Missouri's law does not limit the 
number of vessels, although they 
must resemble historic riverboats 
that plied Missouri’s waterways. 
The wagering system is cashless 
(tokens) with a $500 loss limit. The 
Missouri Gaming Commission en- 
courages the use of Missouri goods 
and services on the vessels. 

Louisiana has limited itself to 15 
riverboats, although at one point 
this spring the Legislature enter- 
tained proposals to expand that 
number to 25. The final set of Loui- 
Siana riverboat licenses were 
awarded on June 18. The New 
Orleans area received the highest 
number (9) while Shreveport ob- 
tained three, Baton Rouge two, 
and Lake Charles one. 


Seven riverboats are currently 
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operating in Illinois; the first was 
the Alton Belle in September 1991. 
A maximum of 10 licenses may be 
issued (1-2 boats allowed per 
license) and vessels must recreate 
historic riverboats. Excursions are 
four hours maximum; wagering is 
cashless. 

Iowa, the first to pass riverboat 
legislation in 1989, began with 
three vessels in April 1991. A total 
of five were quickly up-and- 
running; the state now has three 
vessels: the Mississippi Belle II in 
Clinton, the Sioux City Sue in 
Sioux City, and the President in 
Davenport. The number of licenses 
is not limited. 

More restrictions apply to lowa 
riverboats, such as a $5 bet limit 
and $200 loss limit per cruise (three 
hour minimum). The Legislature 
adjourned without taking any ac- 
tion in regard to changing laws af- 
fecting the gaming industry. Once 
Illinois riverboats began cruising, 
a large amount of Iowa’s player 
base stayed in their home state to 
gamble.

hile not exactly riverboat ca- 
sinos, and not exactly land- 
based casinos, Mississippi’s dock- 
side gambling is a true hybrid. Half 
the casinos are charming paddle- 
wheel replicas and half are barges 
transformed into glittering Las 
Vegas-style gambling complexes. 
Long before visitors reach the 
first casino they are greeted by 
billboards with such verbiage as 
“Your ship has come in!” The ma- 
jority of the casinos are located on 
the Mississippi Gulf Coast, accessi- 
ble via I-10 to Hwy. 49 or I-110, 
which drop off on Hwy. 90 and 
Beach Boulevard, the main coast 
road. 
Ironically, the opening of I-10 
contributed to the coast’s decline 
in the early ‘80s, making Hwy. 90 


Mississippi offers 


an unnecessary route from New 
Orleans to Florida and points be- 
yond. It’s an example of progress 
that ultimately had a negative im- 
pact on businesses along the pre- 
viously well-traveled corridor. 

Soon fewer visitors came to the 
Mississippi beaches. Occupancy 
rates were down for condos, hotels, 
and cottage rentals. An area ship- 
yard closed, the Port of Gulfport 
suffered, and a general downturn 
in the local economy took place, 
spelling hard times for the coastal 
community. 

Anearly attempt at gambling on 
‘cruises to nowhere” on the 
Southern Elegance, the LA Cruise, 
and the Pride of Mississippi did not 
fare well, but dockside gaming has 
been embraced with open arms.

Customers can now come and go 
as they wish, without time 
limitations. 

In the regular 1990 legislative 
session, Mississippi approved 
dockside gambling for the Mississi- 
ppi River and navigable water ad- 
jacent to the river, subject to ref- 
erendums in each county (later 
amended to include the Gulf 


Coast). Casinos can operate 24 


hours a day, seven days a week. 

The first Mississippi dockside 
casinos opened for business in 
August 1992. Waiting lines of anx- 
ious players that were common at 
the outset are now gone, except for 
weekend nights. Yet all the coast 
casinos appear to be thriving; each 
new opening a cause for 
celebration. 





There is no competition for gam- 
ing on this scale, except in Las 
Vegas or Atlantic City. New 
Orleans’ land-based casino re- 
mains mired in controversy. Even 
when it becomes a reality it will be 
one opulent downtown casino 
without the mass appeal, free park- 
ing and admission, and casual at- 
mosphere of Mississippi’s casinos. 
Chartered bus tours and one-day 
fly-in trips to the Mississippi 
Casinos are popular and heavily 
advertised. 

On Father’s Day weekend there 
were no hotel or motel vacancies 
on the coast. A waitress at a sea- 
food restaurant on the beach coun- 
seled a customer without accom- 
modations for the evening: “Good 
luck. You might have to drive all

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the way to Mobile to get a room!” 

License plates in the parking ga- 
rage of the Grand Casino in Gulf- 
port read like a map of the entire 
South, plus some surprises: mainly 
Mississippi and Louisiana (as ex- 
pected), Alabama, Arkansas, Geor- 
gia, Florida, Oklahoma, Virginia, 


Tennessee, Texas, and New York. 

Eleven casinos are presently in 
full swing; more are planned for 
the future. Here’s a _ brief 
breakdown: 

Bay St. Louis: Casino Magic, a 
two-story casino (barge construc- 
tion) currently expanding, with 
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plans for a hotel and golf course. 
The closest to New Orleans (a 
45-minute drive), it has 1,100 slots, 
60 gaming tables, and a marina. 

Gulfport: Grand Casino Gulf- 
port, acasino of three levels (barge 
construction) with 1,600 slots, 85 
gaming tables, specialty restau- 
rants, Kid’s Quest supervised chil- 
dren’s activity center, and Grand 
Arcade game room with 41 amuse- 
ment games. 

Copa Casino, a converted 
504-foot cruise ship docked next to 
the Port of Gulfport, held its grand 
opening in late July. Two decks of 
gaming house 700 slot and video 
poker games, plus table games and 
a restaurant. 

Biloxi: The President Casino, a 
triple-deck riverboat with atrium, 
480 slots, over 60 video poker ma- 
chines, 48 table games, and sand- 
wich bar, moored at the Broad- 
water Beach Marina.

Casino Magic Biloxi, a three- 
tiered casino (barge construction) 
with 1,200 slot and video poker 
machines, 65 table games, exten- 
sive buffet below the main gaming 
floor, and McDonald’s Restaurant 
on the main floor. The top floor is 
not yet complete. 

Biloxi Belle Casino, a 217-foot 
replica of a turn-of-the-century 
riverboat, formerly a restaurant in 
Corpus Christi, Texas. It offers 500 
slot and video poker machines and 
40 gaming tables; arestaurant and 
lounge are part of the casino 
complex. 
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Isle of Capri Casino Biloxi, one 
riverboat (Emerald Lady, formerly 
of lowa) and a new pavilion (barge 
construction) at Point Cadet Har- 
bor. Look for nearly 1,800 slot and 
video poker machines and 80 table 
games between the two, plus a 
tropical restaurant. 

Grand Casino Biloxi (under con- 
struction). Outward appearances 
suggest another mega-casino sim- 
ilar to the Gulfport location. 

Natchez: The Lady Luck Casino 
Natchez, a traditional riverboat 
with over 500 slot and video poker 
machines, 30 table games, and a 
sports bar. Plans include expan- 
sion into the markets of Gulfport, 
Biloxi, Tunica, and Vicksburg. 

Tunica: Splash Casino, the first 
of three casinos destined for this 
rural area 35 miles from Memphis, 
Tenn. It features over 650 slot and 
video poker games and 36 table 
games.

Planned for the future in Tunica: 
the Jubilee Belle Casino, a partner- 
ship of Collins Music Co.’s Fred 
Collins, Dick Flowers, and Dutch 
Parker; and another casino from 
partners Bally Mfg., Excaliber 
Holding Corp., and Regal Casinos 
Inc. 

Vicksburg: Isle of Capri Casino 
Vicksburg, consisting of the triple- 
deck Diamond Lady (formerly in 
Iowa and part of the Isle of Capri 
Biloxi) and an adjacent barge hous- 
ing arestaurant and other ameni- 
ties.

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Stephen Genco of Gen- 
co’s Amusement Co. 
comes from a family of 
Louisiana coin machine 
operators that began 
with his grandfather back 
in the ‘20s. Stephen’s 
father actually owned a 
drug store and had a suc- 
cessful career as a phar- 
macist in the days when 
people looked upon 
pharmacists as doctors. 
That meant many phone 
calls in the middle of the 
night from customers 
with various complaints. 
Stephen laughs when he 
recalls that his dad decid- 
ed to follow his own 
father into the coin 
machine business to 
have more time to spend 
with his family. His dad 
later joked that he 
Jumped from the frying 
pan into the fire! 


A Ithough Stephen and his three 
brothers Bryan, Greg, and 
Gary all spent many hours after 
school and during the summer in 
their father’s business, Stephen 
and Bryan knew as children that 
they wanted to be in the coin 
machine business. Stephen joined 
his father in the early ‘70s and says 
he is still fascinated with the 
challenge. Bryan came on board 
right out of high school in 1978 and 
plays a vital role in the company’s 
SUCCESS. 

Greg and Gary took a different 
path, both working in education. 
Greg was the supervisor of schools 
in their hometown of Bogalusa and 
Gary is still in charge of the gifted 
program for New Orleans public 
schools. Ironically, when Greg 
retired from the school system he 
joined the company. Now that 
three of the brothers are working 
together, any chance Gary will 
come on board when he retires? 
Stephen quips that he doesn’t 
think Gary likes the business quite 
that much! 

Stephen was one of a handful of 
operators who campaigned for the 
legalization of video poker ma- 
Chines in Louisiana. After years of 
hard work, the games were legaliz- 
ed and began operating a year ago. 
We asked Stephen if we could pick 
his brain a little about how he feels 
a year later and what advice he’d 
have for others just getting started. 

How soon did you start talking 
with your locations? 

Once I knew that it would be a

reality, we established ourselves 
with our locations and explained it 
to them. I’d say it was about a year 
before it became legal. We gave a 
lot of consideration about what 
had to be done to get into that in- 
dustry. I realized right away that 
the established operators, who had 
a good rapport with their locations, 
had a much better chance than 
new people entering for only one 
reason. 

Did you see a lot of outside in- 
terests trying to take locations? 

There were many outsiders ap- 
proaching my locations. Was I sur- 
prised? I wasn’t surprised, but I 
also wasn’t prepared for the under- 
mining and wheeling and dealing. 
We were used to competition play- 
ing on the same level by the same 
rules. But suddenly it wasn’t like 
that any more. 

Did you lose locations? 

Very few. Those we lost were new 
customers who didn’t truly unders- 
tand that there was more to op- 
erating video poker than just who 
was to give them the highest 
commission. 

Have you talked to any of them 
lately to find out if they are satis- 
fied with their operator? 

Everyone we talked to is ex- 
tremely dissatisfied. They recog- 
nize that they made a bad decision. 
They know they must abide by 
their agreements, but when they’re 
up those operators will be out. 

Are there things you wish you 
would have done differently? 

One thing I look back on with 
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regret is that we did not get signed 
intents from our locations. But at 
the time, the state told us it was 
against the law. Being law-abiding 
citizens, we felt that what the state 
told us was gospel. At every 
meeting the state police cautioned 
us about trying to sign intents. 


We were worried about com- 
panies saturating locations with 
intents. But we felt secure that the 
police would honor their word 
when they told us that those 
agreements would not be honored. 
To our horror, those agreements 
ended up being legal. It was a hard 
blow. 

Although they told us the agree- 
ments would not be honored, it was 
never made part of the legislation. 
I’m placing blame on the state 
police because I think they had 
great intentions. It’s sad that 
legislation didn’t give the police the 
provision to enforce it. 

Has it been a good working rela- 


Honship with the police? “Anyone who could find a road into Bogalusa

tors and distributors who followed 
them are satisfied about enforce- 
ment being with the state police. 
Those who haven't followed the 
rules are the ones complaining. If 
all the rules and regulations are 
followed precisely the machines 
can be around for a long time. The 
state police have truly been a 
friend. 

Recently there was astory in the 
paper about machines being 
picked up. Do you recall the 
circumstances? 

I heard that those involved had 
falsified information on their ap- 
plication. Then there was another 
company that had extra buttons 
on their machines. These are the 
people I mentioned before—those _ Fromleft: Bryan Genco, Bogalusa Mayor Toye Taylor, and Stephen with his bride of a year, Stephanie. 





Stephen, Greg, and Bryan Genco. Love those classic Rock-Olas in the background! 
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not playing by the rules. They give 
the industry a black eye. There's a 
lot of good, honest people in this 
business and I’m glad to see those 
not playing fair being punished. 

Do you find advantages and/or 
disadvantages to operating in a 
small town? 

There are no advantages or 
disadvantages. Anyone who could 
find a road into Bogalusa found 
their way here trying to sign up our 
locations. We were hit with all the 
big-city competition with video 
poker. Companies that had never 
been in the business before went 
through the state grasping for 
whatever locations they could get. 
They’re finding out that there is no 
way any operator can cover the 
whole state and do it effectively. 
You just can’t do it. 

What steps did you take to make 
sure you would be able to finance 


all the machines you would need 
when video poker began? 

Several of the manufacturers of:- 
fered financing. I believe there was 
enough financing available for 
those with a good background and 
good credit history. It’s as simple 
as this: those who were credit- 
worthy received financing. When 
we entered into the video poker 
business, we were talking about 
numbers that most of us weren't 
used to dealing with. The machines 
are a tremendous investment. 

Did you put the maximum three 
machines in each location right 
away? 

A lot of companies, us included, 
decided it would be a good idea to 
max out the locations with the 
three machines allotted. We 
figured that it would ward off the 
competition. If you put only one or 
two, you left room for a competitor. 
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He could come in with a machine 
or two, start entertaining that loca- 
tion, and possibly take the whole 
location away. 

A year later, do you think all of 
your locations warrant the max- 
imum number of machines? 

No. Ifa location has not been pro- 
fitable for a year, you don't care 
who else has machines there. If 
you decide the location only war- 
rants one machine and someone 
puts another machine, it’s not such 
a big deal. But a year ago, we didn't 
know which locations would be the 
profitable ones. 

Putting in the maximum helped 
with the location owner, too. He 
knows that we gave him every- 
thing he wanted. Now that we are 
assessing locations and possibly 
taking out a game the location 
usually doesn’t have a problem 
because the numbers are there. 
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I know that there are companies 
moving games around right now. 
In the last few weeks there have 
been a large number of transfers 
requested. It’s a good indication of 
operators reassessing their loca- 
tions before they started the se- 
cond year, which began on July 1. 

How much research did you do 
before the bill was passed? 

I went to Montana and South 
Dakota and traveled the circuit 
looking for all the information I 
could find. When I finally sat down 
and began to compile it all, lasked 
myself what made me think that 
Louisiana was going to be like 
those other states. I had a lot of in- 
formation that might not.mean 
anything in Louisiana. In some 
cases, it didn't. 

Does any one particular thing 
stand out? 

Originally, we thought that three 
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machines wasn't enough. Now we 
realize that three is more than 
enough for most locations. 

Do you think the number of 
games allowed will be raised? 

Yes. Maybe the legislature will 
allow five machines next session. 
The biggest plus we’ve had since 
start-up, though, has been allowing 
$5 and $10 bills. Prior to this ruling 
the machines would only accept 
quarters and dollar bills. 

Playing video poker is some peo- 
ple’s form of entertainment. While 
I might enjoy going out to a nice 
restaurant and be willing to spend 
$75 for a meal and bottle of wine, 
others would rather take that $75 
and play video poker. 

What questions do you get asked 
the most from other states hoping 
to pass video poker legislation? 

“Ts it worth the investment?”’ is 
asked the most. People tell me that 
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Copy- 


they have heard the machines are 
priced between $5,000 and $6,000 
and about the large amount of 
money you need to supply to the 
locations at start up, so they want 
to know if it’s worth it. 


My answer to that is yes. If you 
do business right and live by the 
rules it can be very profitable. If 
you don’t, you will get caught, have 
your license revoked, and lose a lot 
of money. 

The next most asked question is, 
“What do you do to secure your 
locations?’’ I tell them that if 
there’s even a remote possibility 
that it will pass, begin informing 
locations. Begin a good rapport 
through a verbal agreement or 
some type of written intent. Let 
them know how these machines 
will be operated according to state 
law. Let them know exactly where 
you stand and what they can ex- 
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pect. Locations are looking for 
answers. If you can’t give them 
those answers, be prepared for the 
onslaught of others willing to give 
them information—right or wrong. 
There will be people coming out of 
the woodwork to sign up your loca- 
tions. You have to be prepared for 
that and caution your locations to 
beware. 

I’m also asked for copies of our 
agreements. I warn them that 
what’s good here may not be ideal 
for other states. We have leases 
with locations instead of contracts. 
Those in other states have to check 
with local law to see what governs 
their particular state. 

People have also asked about 
which brand of machine is the best. 
As of now, I would highly recom- 
mend IGT. You can count on it for 
performance, it’s player-friendly, 
and simply put, it makes money. 


There are other manufacturers 
with good track records. In Loui- 
Siana every manufacturer had 
problems—every one of them! That 
was probably good in one way 
because there wasn’t one man- 
ufacturer who could say, “Look, 
my machine works and theirs 
doesn't.’’ I don’t think any one 
manufacturer ran away with mar- 
ket share. 

Speaking of equipment, do you 
favor the touch-screen or buttons? 

When we were compiling infor- 
mation trying to decide which 
machine to use, we were faced with 
touch-screens, buttons, 13-inch 
screens, and 19-inch screens. It was 
really confusing. The more re- 
search we did the more confused 
we were. When you think of gambl- 
ing, Nevada pops into your mind. 
In Nevada there are no touch- 
screens; everything is buttons. 

Then you realize that if you turn 
your back on technology you'll be 
lost. Touch-screens are technology. 
We realized that some players like 
touch-screen and some like but- 
tons. If you put only one kind you'll 
lose players. We finally decided to 


buy only combination machines 
that feature both touch-screen and 
buttons. After a year, I’ve decided 
that I’d like to continue using the 
combination machines and feel I 
made the right decision. 

I think now the manufacturers 
are trying to sell us 19-inch screens 
over 13-inch ones. I’ve had players 
actually tell me they like the 
13-inch even while manufacturers 
are Claiming that technology is go- 
ing to the 19-inch. With video 
games we had 19-inch. They told us 
to put in 25-inch and it would in- 
crease our revenue by 20 percent. 
Honestly, it will in video games. 
Now were talking about video 
poker. I find that most adults don’t 
like to deal with a 19-inch screen. A 
smaller one is more readable and 
the graphics are better. 


Were you disappointed that 
more operators weren’t involved 
in campaigning for’ the 
legislation? 

I would like to have seen more 
operators and our association 
stronger than it was. But the peo- 
ple who were there stood strong, 
campaigned hard, and got it pass- 
ed. We had some politically 
healthy people who got behind 
this. They were people respected 
within their communities and 
politicians recognized that. We 
had some good people involved 
and were concerned with not only 
getting it passed but seeing it polic- 
ed properly. 

One thing I would say to other 
operators is to get involved with 
your state associations. If you 
think you can’t devote any time, at

Another consideration when 
deciding what machines to use is 
whether or not to put different 
brands of machines in the same 
location to have variety. That’s a 
big mistake! Players will have a 
favorite, so the location asks for 
more of that kind. If you want to try 
several different kinds of ma- 
chines, put three of another kind in 
a different location. Just don’t mix 
machines. 

Why do you think Louisiana was 
able to accomplish what other 
states have been trying to do for 
years? 

I think our government saw the 
tax dollars. They did enough 
studies to realize the money that 
could be generated from video 
pokers. They saw what the lottery 
was doing and video poker was a 
continuation of that. A handful of 
operators dug their heels in and 
contacted their representatives 
relentlessly. 
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least support it financially. You 
can always find people to repre- 
sent your association, but it takes 
financial support to get things 
done. 

Did your locations have trouble 
filling out the applications? 

The applications were very com- 
plicated and required information 
that may or may not have been 
needed. In the beginning, we had 
someone who worked with loca- 
tions to fill out applications. There 
were many people who were con- 
fused as to what some of the 
language meant. We helped them 
understand it, helped with finger- 
prints, and anything else they 
needed to get that application 
completed. 

You had to help them and stress 
the point that they couldn’t get 
video poker machines installed un- 
til the application was complete. 
Many locations were scared 
because they never had to fill out 
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something as strict before. 

Thankfully, after a review the 
state decided to simplify it but still 
get the most valuable information. 
The revised application is much 
more workable. 

Why was it so much harder to get 
a video poker license than it is to 
get a liquor license? 

I think that the state felt like they 
had to satisfy every department 
within the state. To get a liquor 
license, you aren't dealing with so 
many departments of the govern- 
ment. The state wanted to know if 
an applicant was behind on sales 
or income tax. They felt that a strict 
application was the only way to 
know if the location owner was an 
honest businessman who deserved 
to have these machines. Gambling 
is not aconstitutional right; it is a 
privilege. 

If I was in the same position as 
the state, I would probably feel the 
same. They are giving people the 
privilege to do something and they 
want to make sure they're good, 
law-abiding citizens. Obviously, 
there were some that had some 
resistance but it was, more than 
likely, because they had something 
to hide. Those who didn’t had no 
problem getting their licenses. 


Has video poker taken a toll on 
the amusement game end of your 
business? 

We haven't seen a decrease. 
Locations are still demanding new 
CD phonographs, pool tables, and 
the latest video games. I have loca- 
tions that have both video games 
and poker games. Some of the 
regular video game or pool players 
now play the poker machines as 
another form of entertainment. But 
they aren’t dedicated to only the 
poker machines. 

Women, who may not have 
played pool or video games, are fin- 
ding video poker an enjoyable 
form of entertainment. It’s created 
some new players. I know that 
South Dakota operators said their 
amusement game business suf- 


fered when they got video poker. 
However, they were allowed 10 
machines. With us having just 
three machines, people tend to 
play other things while waiting for 
the poker games. 

Do you think the novelty has 
worn off? 

In the beginning it certainly was 
a novelty. Because it was new, 
players played any machine. They 
weren't particular. They didn’t 
care what the pay tables were; they 
just wanted to put in their quarters 
and play, hoping to win afew coins. 

Today the players are more 
selective. We’ve had players call 
our office asking where certain 
machines are. They have become 
aware of what manufacturer has 
what games and what games are 
in the machines. They know what 
they can win. Players have devel- 
oped an understanding that all 
machines are not created equal. 


The novelty has worn off but not 
the novelty of the income. We are 
still producing the same revenue 
as start-up. I haven't seen a 
decrease in the money in the 
cashbox. 

Will the riverboat and casino 
gambling have a negative impact 
on video poker? 

I’d have to say yes. For example, 
we operate in Mississippi on the 
Gulf Coast. They don’t have video 
poker but they have riverboat and 
dockside gambling that has al- 
ready had an effect on the lounges 
in the area. The patrons tell lounge 
owners, “Why should we come to 
your place and pay for our drinks 
when we can go down the road, 
spend 20 bucks, get some enter- 
tainment, and get free drinks?” It’s 
already taken a toll on places that 
don’t have video poker. 

By the same token, when New 
Orleans and the surrounding 
areas get a land-based casino and 
riverboats, I can see it having an ef: 
fect on video poker. One of the big- 
gest reasons will be that there 
won't be limits like there are on 
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One concern in other states is 
gray area games. Was it a problem 
in Louisiana? 

The operators of gray area 
games were against legalizing vid- 
eo poker. Let’s take a look at why: 
there were no taxes, no licenses, no 
reporting to anyone, etc. But it was 
not legal. They know it but you 
always have those who like to skirt 
the law. 

There may still be some out there 
but I’m sure there aren’t many. My 
recommendation to those opera- 
ting gray area games is don't. You 
are asking for trouble. When a 
state is trying to pass video poker, 
they will have to deal with getting 
rid of gray area games. 


Once the video poker law passed 
in Louisiana, gray games were il- 
legal and enforcement against 
them was stepped up. Operators 
would be crazy to still try to 
operate them. It’s those who have 
been operating illegal games so 
long they don’t know any other 
way. But they will get caught 
eventually. 

Do you have any last thoughts? 

If I had to give advice to any 
operator in the state of Louisiana 
or others trying to start, I’d stress 
that they should work closely with 
their state association. Join it and 
support it. Then I would advise 
them to take that business very 
seriously. Don't look at it asa 
sideline or a shot in the arm 
because the economy is bad. 
Devote a lot of time to it and it can 
be rewarding. Study the rules and 
regulations and abide by them. 
Educate as many other operators 
as you can to follow the rules.

he National Indian Gaming 

Association (NIGA) staged its 
annual convention and trade show 
at the New Orleans Convention 
Center on June 21-23. Tribal 
representatives from all over the 
country came to inspect the latest 
gaming equipment and attend a 
series of seminars and workshops 
geared toward enhancing their 
gaming operations. 

The show also gave us the oppor- 
tunity to ask this question of three 
manufacturers’ representatives 
exhibiting at the NIGA convention: 
From your perspective, what 
threat, if any, does Indian gaming

pose to the coin-op amusement in- 
dustry? Here are their responses. 

Mort Ansky 

U.S. Games 
For many years I sold operators 
in Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
Arizona a lot of games. I’m familiar 
with what went on there. They had 
an opportunity to put in the legal, 
modern equipment before the 
states were compacted, but they 
didn’t want to do it. A lot of oper- 
ators were dumping junk on the 
reservations—$350 kits in worn-out 
cabinets—and making all kinds of 
money. And you know what hap- 


pened? They all got booted out of 
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NIGA meets in 
New Orleans 


the reservations, and now they’re 
complaining. They had their shot 
and they blew it. 

Operators feel they have an op- 
portunity to get the states to ease 
up and allow VLTs. But how are 
they going to do that with all the in- 
fighting and the game-playing that 
takes place? With everyone out for 
himself, they’re never going to get 
video lottery legislation passed. 

I was the guest speaker at the 
Michigan state show two months 
ago. Operators were there, lobby- 
ists were there, and they asked me 
how I thought the Indians would 
affect their chances of getting 
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Betstar’s Bill Treger and Andrea Schatz by the new Spinning Wheel machine. 


video lottery. I told them that six 
tribes in Michigan were all going to 
get compacts. Where does that 
leave them? I said, “Half of you in 
this room who’ve been operating 
gray area games for years never 
wanted any part of legalization, 
because you were getting away 
with murder. Then, when you saw 
all the money being made in Mon- 
tana and Louisiana, you wanted to 
go legal. But you guys can’t get 
together with the legitimate street 
and arcade operators! Yes, there 
will be some form of gambling in 
Michigan, but it won’t be with you 
operators!’’ You could’ve heard a 
pin drop. I hated to be so blunt, but 
someone had to be honest with 
them. 

I just don’t believe that Indian 
gaming is a threat to this industry. 
First of all, these tribes are located 
way Off the beaten track, and most 
operators don’t operate games out 
there. Second of all, people are go- 
ing to gamble; you can’t stop that. 
What’s the difference if it’s in their 
homes, in the back room of a bar, 
or under a big roof called “Indian 
casino’? These adults wouldn’t be 
going into game rooms to play 
games anyway. So I think it’s 
nonsense to say that Indian gam- 
ing is a threat to the coin-op amuse- 
ment industry. 


Bill Treger 
Betstar Ltd. 

I’m not sure. I’ve talked to people 
in Minnesota who say Indian gam- 
ing has had a negative effect, 
though I’m sure in some areas it 
would bring in tourism and lead to 
more business. 

Look at Lieberman Music Co. 
They've supplied arcades to the 
various Indian casinos and have 
also gotten into the machine 
business. So Indian gaming has 
not been detrimental to them.

Take the Treasure Island casino 
in Minnesota, the casino in 
Wisconsin Dells, or the two that 
opened in Colorado. I’d be shocked 
if there was an operator down in 
those areas! Washington state 
gaming should have no effect on 
machines, because it’s strictly 
table games. If anything it’ll be 
positive because more people will 
be coming into an area. They’ve 
had Indian gaming in South 
Dakota and Iowa for quite a while

now, and I’ve never heard any 
operators from those states com- 
plain. But in states like Arizona it 
could have a bad effect. So it real- 
ly depends on the particular state 
youre talking about. 

The major impact would be on 
local bars if the casinos have a li- 
quor license, but a lot of these 
reservations are staying away 
from getting liquor licenses. People 
are going to drink, but the question 
is whether they’ll go to the bars to 
gamble anymore. It’s doubtful. 

I'll tell you, there were coin 
machine operators walking 
around at the NIGA show. Why? 
Obviously they’re thinking far 
enough ahead to see how they 
might get involved with Indian 
gaming. Instead of complaining 
about it they’re finding out how In- 
dian gaming can provide oppor- 
tunities for them. 

Bob Harzer 
Premier Technology 

First of all, I don’t have first-hand 
experience in Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. But I believe Indian 
gaming probably hurts the amuse- 
ment industry in establishments 
near the reservations. It draws 
away their patrons because of the 
expanded gaming available at the 
reservations. Play on pool tables, 
jukeboxes, and amusement games 
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Integrity Data Systems’ Ed McGranaghan (I) and Premier Technology's Bob Harzer by

has to be adversely affected. 

Gray area amusements in states 
with Indian casinos will be heavily 
affected. An operator who’s depen- 
ding on operating gray area games 
in those states will definitely be 
hurt badly. But the typical arcade, 
redemption center, family fun 
center, etc., won’t be affected to a 
great degree, in my opinion. In fact, 
it may increase their play in areas 
close to Indian gaming, because it 
gives other entertainment options 
to adults with children. Let’s face it, 
I’m sure family fun centers are be- 
ing developed in locations near In- 
dian gaming because of the in- 
creased traffic. 

From the location’s point of view, 
they've got to look to things other 
than gray area games and just sell- 
ing alcohol. I think they need to 
consider more of a food menu or 
something like that. Otherwise the 
bars and restaurants adjacent to 
Indian gaming will take a hit, 
because we all know that the food 
and drinks at casinos is relatively 
cheap. It’s acome-on to get people 
in the door so they’ll drop $10 ina 
slot machine. 

A success story 

Like it or not, no one can deny 
that gaming has been an economic 
bonanza for the Indian tribes. It’s a 
$6 billion industry, one that’s allow-

ed Indians to become more self:

government. But Rick Hill, the new 
NIGA chairman, says the tribes 
must continue to fight for gaming. 

“We have hurdled one legal bat- 
tle after another, and fought 
vigorously against legislation that 
tried to adversely affect our ex- 
istence as sovereign govern- 
ments,” he said. “The war con- 
tinues against our Indian Nations. 
Our opponents no longer want our 
land or our natural resources. 
They want more; they want our 
free enterprise.

ed reservation communities into 
thriving economic centers. NIGA 
will continue its efforts to protect 
our sovereignty and right to exer- 
cise free enterprise on our lands.”’ 

At a seminar entitled “Telling 
Our Story: Economic Impact 
Studies,’’ Cheryl Trombley of 
KPMG Peat Marwick gave the 
results of an economic study done 
by the accounting firm’s Min- 
neapolis office. It showed that 9,975 
direct employment jobs were 
created by tribal gaming in 1992. 

If compared to the largest cor- 
porate employers in Minnesota, 
tribal gaming would’ve finished 
between sixth and seventh—below 
Honeywell Inc. but ahead of IBM. 
“That's pretty impressive com- 
pany to be keeping, and the jobs 
were created without the help of 
state or federal funds,” Trombley 
said. ‘“The study also found that 73 
percent of the direct employment 
jobs benefit non-Indians in Min- 
nesota, and tribal gaming opera- 
tions paid millions in salaries, 
wages, payroll taxes, and benefits 
to employees.”’ 

And while the state had a 17 per- 
cent increase in welfare recipients 
from 1987 to 1992, eight non-urban 
counties with gaming experienced 
a 14 percent decrease over the 
same time period. |]

ake a stroll down Royal Street 
in the historic French Quarter 
of New Orleans and you will find 
antique shops, art galleries, hotels, 
restaurants, and New Orleans 
Novelty Co.’s new Penny Arcade. 

Nestled among the sights, 
sounds, and aromas of the city’s 
most famous area, this modern 
amusement facility was known as 
Penny Land from 1941 until late 
1992. It followed an earlier 
downtown amusement center, the 
original Penny Arcade, at 621 
Canal Street (circa 1940). 

Penny Land underwent a recent 
total renovation and re-emerged as 
the Penny Arcade at 131-33 Royal 
St. According to Jack Boasberg, 
managing partner of New Orleans 
Novelty Co., the name was chosen 
out of respect for the French 
Quarter and the penny arcades 
and nickelodeons that operated at 
the turn of the century. 

New Orleans Novelty worked 
with the Historic District Land- 
mark Commission and the New 
Orleans Planning Commission to 
restore the exterior of the building 


to reflect its appearance in the 
1800s. The architectural firm that 
traced the history of the structure 
found Civil War-era photographs 
at the Historic New Orleans Col- 
lection down the street at 533 Royal 
St. In Boasberg’s words, the goal 
was ‘to maintain the character of 
the building.” 


Among the newest titles are 
Sega’s Title Fight and Virtua Rac- 
ing, Konami's Martial Champion, 
Midway’s NBA JAM, Bally’s 
Twilight Zone, American Laser 
Games’ Crime Patrol, Atari's 
Knuckle Bash, and Data East’s 
Fighter's History and Jurassic Park. 

The manager is Tuong Hai Banh; 


‘‘Goals: offer the best and latest amusement 
games ina clean, glare-free, acoustically sound 


environment. ’’ 


Visitors who walk by are first 
struck by the high wood and glass 
double door entrance, a hallmark 
of French Quarter buildings. Large 
windows along the side of the 
building afford passers-by a pre- 
view of the fun within. Once inside, 
players are greeted by 50 of the 
newest amusement games, includ- 
ing 40 videos (big-screen versions, 
deluxe sit-downs, and standard 
uprights), seven pinballs, a double 
crane, air hockey, and a basketball 
game. 
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assistant managers are Lionel 
Smith Jr. and Kenny Williams. 

On a mid-week afternoon in June 
the place was crowded with most- 
ly local youngsters. “We're busy all 
day until about 6 p.m. when it slows 
down, and then picks up again,” 
says Smith. “Tourists come by, 
drawn by the sign and the visible 
games.” 

Five change machines, plus 
Banh, Smith, or Williams constant- 
ly strolling the 2,600-square-foot 
game room, afford ample oppor-

tunity for players to obtain change 
and continue to enjoy the games. 

A sign at the front door welcomes 
players and states two main goals: 
to provide players with the best 
and latest amusement games on 
the market, and to offer players a 
clean, comfortable, glare-free, 
acoustically sound environment. 

Rules covering appropriate at- 
tire and decorum are clearly pos- 
ted, as in all New Orleans Novelty 
locations. If he had to stress one 
rule in particular, Boasberg says it 
would be the one that does not 
allow students under the age of 18 
to play the games while school is in 
session. 

“This is one of our best rules,” 


notes Boasberg. “It’s worked well 
with the parents and all concerned. 
We call area schools to verify of- 
ficial holidays.”’ 

Boasberg is also proud of the 
fresh approach he adopted for the 
Penny Arcade. “I used some new 
ideas to eliminate glare and make 
sure the acoustics are just right,” 
he says. To avoid a blur of com- 
peting sounds from the games, 
Boasberg prefers to employ only 
the visual attract mode on the 
games and not use the sound at- 
tract mode. 

He’s a firm believer in indirect 
lighting, saying: “Our recent ar- 
cades and future arcades will have 
no direct lighting. We want to re- 


duce the distraction of glare on the 
video screens.” Boasberg sums up 
his philosophy: “Basically, our ar- 
cades are designed for player com- 
fort.” 

The Penny Arcade has a new 
look, literally from top to bottom. 
Boasberg favors a Lithocrome- 
stained, etched cement flooring 
that looks like natural stone. 
There’s no need for carpet or tile 
with this durable finish. 

While the trend may run to 
‘““‘flash”’ these days, the subtle 
touches at the Penny Arcade fit in 
well with the French Quarter 
atmosphere. L!

We talked with three cigarette 
operators in different states to get 
their views on the current situation 
and what the future might hold.

Jack Kerner 
Melo-Tone Vending 

Maybe no one is more qualified 
to comment on the status of cigar- 
ette vending than Jack Kerner, 
president of Melo-Tone Vending in 
Somerville, Mass., near Boston. He 
operates a huge route and is an ac- 
tive participant in the cigarette 
arena. 

“We're probably operating 60 to 
65 percent fewer machines than 
when times were good,’ Kerner 
said. “‘There are a lot of main 
reasons why. People have become 
more health-conscious. The do- 
gooders are forcing us to put on 
lock-out devices, and that cuts into 
our sales. And look at the price. 
How many people walk around 
with $3 or $3.50 in quarters? That 
brings up this question: does it pay 
to spend $1,000 on an account and 
install a bill validator, or would I be 
better off giving up the account? If 
the volume isn’t there and I can’t 
justify spending an additional 
$1,000, I just give up the account.” 

Much of the blame for drooping 
sales, Kerner says, must go to the 
cigarette manufacturers, whose 
frequent price increases make it 
difficult for operators. 

“They keep raising the wholesale 
price; we used to get one price in- 
crease a year, but last year we got 
three,” he said. “It’s so hard for us 
everytime there’s an increase. 
When retail stores get a telegram 
telling them about an increase, 
they change a sign and that’s it. 
But for us it’s different. The first 
thing you have to do is call the 
customer and explain that the 
price has gone up. He can either 
eat some of the price increase— 
take less commission and leave the 
vend price as iSs—or go up a 
quarter, say, which means we have 
to negotiate a completely new com- 
mission structure. 

“After you get that done, you 
have to send the mechanic out to 
convert the machines over. Some-

times it’s a simple thing, like mov- 
ing a wheel, but other times it’s a 
lot more difficult. The mechanic 
might need parts and other 
materials.” 

Kerner says the manufacturers 
raised their prices in December 
1992, followed by a 20-odd-cent in- 
crease per pack by the state of 
Massachusetts on Jan. 1, 1993. The 
changes were implemented with 
breakneck slowness. 

“Trun a considerable number of 
cigarette machines, and it takes 
me a month to make changes to 
our entire operation, assuming we 
go up on every machine,” he ex- 
plained. “IfI get a price increase on 
Aug. 1, won't be done until Sept. 1. 
It takes a week to 10 days just to 
have the sales department finish 
talking to the customers, and then 
the maintenance department has 
to go into the field and make the 
physical changes. It really is a lot of 
work each time the price goes up. 
Fortunately, I don’t expect another 
increase until this December, so 
well have a little bit of breathing 
room.”’ 

As if all this wasn’t enough, 
Kerner says Massachusetts is an 
island of high cigarette taxes sur- 
rounded by states with lower 
tariffs. It’s no surprise, then, that 
people cross the state line to buy 
cigarettes at a cheaper price. 

“Our state tax is 51 cents, but 
listen to what the other state taxes 
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are: Connecticut, 45 cents; New 
York, 29 cents; Rhode Island, 37 
cents; New Hampshire, 25 cents; 
Vermont, 20 cents; South Carolina, 
five cents; and Kentucky, three 
cents,” Kerner said. “Take Ken- 
tucky, which I believe has the 
lowest state tax, for example. Peo- 
ple will go there and buy a trailer- 
load of cigarettes, bring them back 
here, and sell them for 48 cents a 
pack cheaper. It’s illegal, because 
the packs don’t have a Massachu- 
setts stamp on them, but these peo- 
ple don’t care about the law! So the 
bootlegging of legitimate cigaret- 
tes is areal problem for those with 
high cigarette taxes. I would love to 
see the taxes be the same through- 
out the country.” 

On the positive side, generic cig- 
arettes have been selling fairly 
well, Kerner says. “We've gone in- 
to dual pricing and have been able 
to sell generics for a dollar a pack 
cheaper than the name brands,” he 
said. ‘We tried generics three 
years ago and it didn’t work 
because we only priced them at a 
quarter difference. But the spread 
now is such that we can sell them 
for a dollar a pack less, and I’ve got 
some locations where the generics 
are outselling the name brands. In 
locations that don’t have room for 
two machines, we’re going with 
dual pricing, which is a pain in the 
neck. Those that do have the room 
get one machine that’s all generic. 

“Either way, generics have 
generated more sales, and that’s 
what we’re in the business for. 
Thank goodness the news isn’t all 
bad!”’ 

Albert Miniaci 
Paramount Vending 

When asked how his cigarette 
business was doing, Miniaci laugh- 
ed and replied, “What business?” 
His Fort Lauderdale, Fla.-based 
company has seen sales decline by 
an average of 10 to 15 percent a 
year, with no signs of the trend 
reversing. 
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There have been complaints in 
Florida that the Indians are under- 
cutting cigarette operators by sell- 
ing cigarettes on the reservations 
at prices much lower than can be 
charged in vending machines. But 
Miniaci didn’t cite that as areason 
for falling sales. Rather, he says, 
it’s the usual bugaboos. 

“Taxes, line-of-sight require- 
ments in the locations, and the gen- 
eral anti-smoking attitude of the 
public have all hurt us here in 
Florida,’ Miniaci said. “Pizza 
parlors, for example, used to be 
great locations for us. That’s not 
the case anymore.” 

Another factor is the decline in 
alcohol consumption. Booze and 
cigarettes go hand in hand; if 
they're not drinking, Miniaci says, 
odds are they won't be smoking, 
either. That fact is reflected in 
Paramount Vending’s machine 
count: in a year’s time the com- 
pany has dropped from 1,000-plus 
Cigarette machines to just under 
700. 

‘The rule of thumb is if there’s li- 
quor being served in a location, 
you can do OK with cigarette 
machines,” he concluded. “But if 
there’s no alcohol involved, you 
can pretty much forget it.” 

Peggy Chiasson 
Louisiana Cigarette Service 

This Lafayette-based company, 
which operates strictly cigarette 
machines, serves Lafayette, St. 
Martin, St. Landry, and Iberia 
Parishes. The sister company, Na- 
tional Cigarette Service in Crow- 
ley, operates west of LCS’s boun- 
daries to the Louisiana/Texas 
state line. So, how’s business? 

“Every time we get a price in- 
crease and have to pass it on, our 
sales drop and then level off,” said 
LCS’s Peggy Chiasson. “It happens 
each time the manufacturers raise 
the price. The fact that less people 
smoke today has also had an ob- 
vious effect on sales. On average 
we re down about 20 percent from

last year.” 

She believes there’s little opera- 
tors can do to give sales an upward 
swing. ‘But I firmly believe the to- 
bacco companies need to stop pas- 
sing on price increases, because 
these prices need to settle down,” 
Chiasson said. “Philip Morris and 
R.J. Reynolds are raising prices to 
create amonetary build-up so they 
can buy food conglomerates like 
Kraft and Nabisco. It’s time they 
left the price of tobacco products 
alone. We've got enough problems 
with taxes already, and President 
Clinton wants to tax cigarettes 
another $2 a pack. Imagine a $2.50 
vend price plus $2 in new taxes— 
$4.50 for a pack of cigarettes! 
Who’s going to buy them?” 

Though Philip Morris and R.J. 
Reynolds consider cigarette ven- 
ding “a pain to fool with,” Chiasson 
says Brown & Williamson takes a 
more sympathetic tack. “One of 
their top executives is a hard-core 
vending man; in fact, he was in the 
vending business years ago,” she 
said. “That’s probably the only 
cigarette manufacturer left with a 
soft spot for vendors. They’ve of- 
fered us a deal for generics, so 
we re vending those now. On 
average the sales have gone up 300 
packs a month, which is nothing to 
sneeze at.” 

Is cigarette vending up in 
smoke? Is it destined to go the way 
of the Titanic? 

“Our supervisor has been here 
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for 29 years, and he says that bas- 
ed on what he’s seen, cigarette ven- 
ding machines will be obsolete in 
five years,” Chiasson concluded. “I 
hope it isn’t true, but I wouldn’t be 
surprised if that happened.” 
Less demand, less machines 
Tom Edwards, marketing mana- 
ger for Crane National Vendors, 
Says cigarette machine sales now 
account for less than two percent 
of the company’s business. “Dur- 
ing our height we used to sell 65,000 
machines a year; that goes back to 
the early 1980s,’ Edwards said. 
“We definitely cut our teeth on cig- 
arette vending machines. Fortun- 
ately, in the progression of the com- 
pany, someone had the ambition 
and the foresight to look beyond 
cigarette vending and into full-line 
equipment sales. Otherwise we 
wouldn't be around today.” 
CNV’s 222 cigarette machine has 
been on the market for over 30 
years, and Edwards says operators 
shouldn't look for anything new 
“unless there’s some drastic 
Changes in the marketplace.” How- 
ever, he sees vitality in food store 
Cigarette sales—utilizing another 
type of vending machine. 
‘“What’s being used is our glass- 
front machine that has seven 
shelves and up to 10 product selec- 
tions across the shelf,” Edwards ex- 
plained. “You can vend 70 different 
Cigarette products in this piece of 
equipment. For example, multiple 
packs can be vended. Many times 
there are promotions from the 
manufacturers, with two or three 
packs sold at a reduced price. 
There’s also the opportunity to sell 
an entire carton, which we can do 
through our glass-front equipment. 
“These machines are finding 
their way into food store lobbies. 
The demand comes from the stores 
trying to reduce their pilferage pro- 
blem while maintaining the availa- 
bility of single-pack cigarettes. It’s 
created some nice opportunities 
for operators.” (] 








rom time to time, Play Meter 

will check in with a music and 
games and/or vending operator to 
see how things are going. This 
month we chatted with Clyde 
Knupp of A.M. Vending Co. (the 
“A” stands for Amuse-O-Matic; the 
‘““M” stands for Murphy) in Fort 
Dodge, Iowa. Knupp, a former 
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AMOA president, purchased the 
Murphy Vending route two-and-a- 
half years ago. That side of his 
business was the focus of our 
conversation. 

Why the jump into vending? 

Well, it was a good extension of 
what we were doing with amuse- 
ments at Amuse-O-Matic. The op- 
portunity arose for us to buy a go- 
ing vending business, So we capi- 
talized on it. Basically my son Dave 
runs the amusement side of the 
business and I’m over here. It’s full- 
line vending, though we don’t oper- 
ate cigarette machines. 

What equipment are you having 
the best success with? 

In talking with other people in 
the industry, we knew we had to be 
strong on the food side. Our 
strength, I believe, has been in tur- 
ning this company from a snack- 
vending operation—with a lot of 
older snack vendors—into more of 
a cold food operation with service 
to the work site. That’s the way you 
have to go these days. 

Have you tried anything that’s 
proven not to be too successful? 

No, not really. But I’ve learned 
that vending is very cash-inten- 
sive. It costs alot of money to be in 
the vending business. 

How would you compare the 
capital investment required for 
vending vs. what’s needed for 
music and games? 

It’s just as high, ifnot higher. The 
only good thing about vending is 
the equipment life is much longer. 
On the vending side it’s inventory 
and product costs that you have to 
control. On the amusement side it’s 
mostly depreciation. 

What are your typical locations? 

Basically we’re a company that 
services the work site, aS most ven- 
ding companies do. So we target 
places like factories and plants. 

Do you get much input from the 
locations as to the equipment and 
food products, or is it left solely to 
your discretion? 


People always have wants and 
ask you for things, but it has to be 
tempered with affordability. Many 
people, for example, would like 
cold food service. But to run that 
kind of operation in their plant 
would cost a lot of money. So we 
have to explain the situation and 
figure out an arrangement that’s 
good for us and them. 

Have you bought, or will you be 
buying, some of the more advanc- 
ed vending machines? The Rowel/ 
Ore-Ida french fry machine comes 
to mind. 

I’m not sure about that equip- 
ment. It’s probably good for larger 
markets, but since we’re in more of 
arural market, it would be hard to 
justify the cost. The same goes for 
the new frozen food machines. The 
schoolis still out as to whether our 
customers would pay that price 
point. I doubt they would. 

Do you have as much of a pro- 
blem raising machine prices 
without the customers 
squawking? 

It’s always a problem. You're 
dealing with a factory worker 
who's very thrifty; he watches how 
he spends his money. He’s the 
same customer you have to deal 
with at night on the amusement 
side. You can’t pull the wool over 
their eyes. So yes, pricing is a big 
contention. 

Do you ever deviate from the 
name brands and put lesser- 
known products in your vending 
machines? 

In vending, though it’s a chore, 
you have to change up your pro- 
ducts all the time. If you keep the 
same things in there the sales will 
slip; most items aren't strong 
enough to withstand that, though 
things like Snickers and peanut 
M&Ms are. It’s a balancing game 
of knowing what to stock and for 
how long. 

Was it a tough adjustment for 
you to suddenly have to be respon- 
sible for food products? 
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Yes, absolutely. It’s so much dif- 
ferent than what amusement 
game operators are used to. For ex- 
ample, you have to watch your 
codes so they don’t go out of date 
and the food doesn’t become stale. 
Vending changes your thinking 
very quickly. 

Is the competition as keen in ven- 
ding as it is on the amusement 
game side? 

There’s a lot of competition out 
there, and there always will be. I 
think there’s less competition in 
music and games than there ever 
has been, but that’s not the case in 
vending. 

What advice would you give to 
an operator who’s about to take the 
plunge into vending? 

First, I’d tell him that vending is 
not a ‘get rich quick” business; it 
takes work. Anyone who hasn't 
studied vending will find this out 
once they get into it. To make a 
vending company successful re- 
quires a lot of effort. Music and 
games, by comparison, is much 
easier. 

Operators shouldn't look at ven- 
ding as a way to give their music 
and games revenue a quick boost. 
If you go in with that attitude you'll 
have trouble. It’s an entirely dif- 
ferent business. 

So, looking back, are you glad 
you bought Murphy Vending? 

Yes, it was a good move for our 
company. That doesn’t mean ven- 
ding would be a good idea for 
everybody. It depends on your par- 
ticular situation. 

I would imagine that the way 
you got into vending, by purchas- 
ing an existing route instead of 
starting from scratch, is the easier 
way to do it. 

It certainly is. ’d recommend 
that to any operator who wants to 
become involved with vending. It 
costs you money no matter which 
method you choose, but it definite- 
ly is an easier way to enter the ven- 
ding market. (1

Data East’s Jurassic Park 


) ata East Pinball is generous 
when it comes to giving a 
sneak peek at future games in 
development. A number of collec- 
tors have had the privilege of 
visiting Data East’s engineering 
department to see licensed proper- 
ties which are, or slated to be, 
themes of future pin games in 
various stages of development. 

Data East advertises its future 
games in the coin-op trade maga- 
zines and includes teasers about 
what’s coming in the attract mode 
of most of its pins. 

“The pinball curious,” as Data 
East’s Joe Kaminkow calls them, 
eat this up. These pinball fans are 
constantly involved in an artificial- 
ly secret investigation. Their goal 
is knowing the name, designer, and 
production order of the next five or 
so games from each company. The 
information is not used for any 
sinister purpose, since licensing in- 
formation is a matter of public 
record. No big secrets are getting 
out. It’s the thrill of the hunt. 

With other manufacturers, you 
must piece together bits and pieces 
of information. Hints are gleaned 
from comments by industry peo- 
ple, sightings of games on test, and 
scraps of public information— 
usually dealing with Hollywood, 
like a particular movie, television 


show, or video in the pre-pro- 
duction stages. 

Data East’s open door policy 
came to a screeching (although 
temporary) halt with Jurassic Park. 
In addition to certain game design 
features, Steven Spielberg was ad- 
amant that his dinosaur designs 
remain secret for as long as possi- 
ble. The company had no choice 
but to close engineering to all but 
Data East employees. 


There are two main goals: ac- 
tivate Tri-Ball (complete the stand- 
up dinosaur targets on the play- 
field) and complete the features 
represented by labeled lights in 
front of the flippers (activated by 
entering the Control Room at the 
mid-left of the field). 

While in Tri-Ball, all playfield 
targets build the Jackpot value. 
When the player is ready, a shot up 
the ramp or around T-Rex to the

When the veil was lifted, Data 
East’s most interesting and fun to 
play game was revealed. Jurassic 
Park, the pinball, (I must add that 
description to set it apart from 
Jurassic Park everything else!) was 
introduced to me by programmer 
Neil Falconer. 

Simply put, the theme is being in 
Jurassic Park and trying to get 
out...alive. Play begins with a video 
skill shot. The player tries to shoot 
a Velociraptor on the dot matrix 
screen. This shot propels the ball 
up and across the playfield to the 
mid-left pop bumpers. Super Pops 
will be active for as long as the ball 
remains there.

more-valuable Helicopter scores 
the Jackpot. The big playfield let- 
ters in the word “Chaos” then flash 
and the task is to complete these 
shots. Chaos, in this case, allows 
six balls on the playfield at once 
and “Chaos” flashes again. Each 
completion is worth 10 million 
points per letter. With “Chaos” re- 
spelled, T-Rex lights for 50 million 
points. This shot is best made from 
the upper right flipper. 

After completion, T-Rex bows 
down, picks the ball up in his 
mouth and swallows it...whole! 
Both Jackpot shots light for Super 
Jackpots of 100 million points, 
multiplied by the number of balls

in play at the time. You do the 
math; it’s a lot of points! 

With the second goal, the player 
seeks power for control with a shot 
into the Power Shed at the upper- 
right. The Control Room will light 
for ashort time, without hitting the 
Power Shed, at the beginning of 
each ball and after traveling 
through either return lane. 

When all the lights and features 
they represent have been obtain- 
ed, the game goes into System 
Failure. All those feature lights 
flash along with the Power Shed 
and Control Room. Shooting either 
area begins the mode which fea- 
tures six balls on the playfield con- 
tinuously for 45 seconds, scoring 
one million points for each switch 
hit. At the end of the timed se- 
quence the game returns to single- 
ball play. 


The Raptor Pit shot is difficult to 
hit repeatedly, but shots there in- 
crease the value from a few million 
points up to 20 million as con- 
secutive shots are made. In two- 
ball, hit the Raptor Pit to collect the 
Jackpot, which increases as long 
as you Stay in two-ball. 


two balls remain active—even after 
the feature times out. 

Each time a ball is shot to the T- 
Rex eject hole, it lights a letter on 
the left card holder. These lights 
build a value which is awarded 
when the ‘X” is received. The light 
sequence resets for each player

The captive ball (Egg) will give 
the Egg Award. The fourth award 
is Super Egg. This timed event 
scores five million points for each 
Egg shot, as well as sending 
another ball to the playfield. All 
other areas of the playfield are 
turned off, but five million is award- 
ed for each hit as long as at least 


but the value does not. The amount 
is carried from player to player and 
game to game, so ifno one reaches 
the “X”’ it continues to build. 
Jurassic Park takes a bit of ar- 
tistic license and creates a ‘Smart 
Missile,” fired by pressing the red 
button on the ball launcher. It can 
be used only once each game, but

scores everything that is active at 
the time. I asked Neil when would 
be the best time to use this weapon. 
‘Good question... it depends on 
what you are good at,” he replied. 
“If you work up to Super Jackpot 
and have all six balls in play, at the 
touch of one button you can score 
1.2 billion points.’ The Smart 
Missile can be useful to get the 
player into difficult modes or score 
well once in them.”’ 

Neil added, “If you have Tri-Ball 
ready, but you see the ball heading 
for the out-lane, hit the Smart 
Missile before the ball trips the out- 
lane switch and you will go right in- 
to Tri-Ball. This also works for Ex- 
tra Ball. The Missile will not ‘save’ 
a draining ball unless a feature 
that gives balls is activated. Also, if 
you have a number of the timed 
features active at once, the Smart 
Missile will score all of them as well

flipper shot to T-Rex for a four-way 
combo.

The theme of the movie is sur- 
vival involving a dose of blood and 
guts, which comes through in the 
game. Operators who want to tone 
this down can use the “No Gore” 
setting, which will give the gamea 
softer feeling while leaving the ex- 
citement intact. 

Jurassic Park is an exciting game 
and players will enjoy discovering 
plenty of details like the rumbling 
cabinet as T-Rex approaches. 
Jurassic Park is everywhere! It’s 
hard to escape. The publicity sur- 
rounding the movie is phenom- 
enal. And although all the publici- 
ty will attract players to the pin- 
ball, I'd like to stress that the game

Abundance of fighters 


cause for concern 


very month we try to geta 

point across about the ill-fated 
dominance of fighting-themed 
video games flooding the industry. 
The inherent dangers of continu- 
ing this trend include the promo- 
tion of violence to kids, greater 
debate among worried adults, and 
public boredom with static game 
themes. 

Video games can be positive 
recreation for young people in- 
stead of another source of blame 
for the increasing explicitness in 
this country. It’s funny to think 
that 10 years ago parents were 
complaining that games replaced 
schoolwork or were bad for kids’ 
eyes. And this was when Donkey 
Kong and Centipede were popular! 

Now they wonder if the themes 
alone are going to play a part in 
shaping their children’s 
personalities. 

Video games, once incredibly 
popular, are now considered com- 
monplace to the general public. In 
the beginning, when it was exciting 
for everyone, youcould go into the 
store and buy cereal or a beach 
towel with your favorite video 
character on it, or go to a movie

and see arcades integrated into the 
storyline. 

To help convey the idea of 
fighting-themed dominance, we've 
compiled a list of games and 
manufacturers that incorporate 
this theme. The list is probably in- 
complete and does not include 
games with a sporting aspect, such 
as boxing or wrestling. Sports- 
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themed games are not on trial in 
the media. 

Furthermore, the list does not in- 
clude games with a continuous 
scrolling background, since they 
do provide some surprise of what 
lies ahead. Those games offer a 
progression of distance as well as 
victory over an opponent. 

Our list includes only games that 
have a limited screen progression 
and feature battles with opponents 
of equal prowess. In other words, 
characters can only move right or 
left the length of two screens or 
less, and the outcome of the fights 
can go either way. 

Most of the battles end in slow 
motion for dramatic effect and 
usually involve six or more char- 
acters with a different costume, 
technique, or weapon. Many allow 
characters to fire some kind of 
“chi” or energy at their opponents, 
and all have characteristic sounds 
and battle cries in an attempt to ap- 
pear different from the last game. 

Most major manufacturers have 
tried their hand at this idea. In light 
of these comparisons, we feel con- 
fident that this trend cannot last 
much longer, due to a lack of game

The Punisher 

Licensing characters for use in 
video games has always been a 
good idea, despite the cost. Players 
have a greater interest in trying a 
new game when they see charac- 
ters and stories they know from 
books or movies. Capcom’s new 
release, The Punisher, capitalizes 
on the success of the Marvel com- 
ic book of that name. 


The hero (Punisher) is Frank Cas- 
tle, an ex-cop and Vietnam vet who 
began a one-man war against 
crime after he lost his family in a 
gang battle. Players take control of 
the Punisher and his partner, Nick 
Fury, and make their way through 
gangs, thugs, robots, and finally 
the Kingpin, the head of organized 


crime and the main antagonist in 
the game. 

Each player uses an eight-way 
joystick and jump and attack but- 
tons to control his character’s ac- 
tions. Asin most Capcom games of 
this sort (Final Fight, Knights of the 
Round, Warriors of Fate, and 
Cadillacs and Dinosaurs), the 
player can perform special moves, 
such as a foot sweep, rolling dash, 
and death lift by manipulating the 
controls. 

He can also collect weapons or 
food items by destroying obstacles 
or defeating enemies. Each enemy 
has a life meter that shows the 
amount of damage sustained, and 
each region culminates in a super- 
strong boss.

A limited number of grenades 
can be used and the characters’ 
guns are automatically drawn 
when enemies draw their guns. 
Unlimited ammo is available while 
the guns are used, but this is only 
for short periods of time. Other 
weapons, such as swords, knives, 
flame throwers, and stars random- 
ly appear for the characters to pick 
up. Several enemies will be recog- 
nized by faithful comic book-read- 
ing players. 

The game is available in a hand- 
some two-player dedicated cabinet 
with large plexi depicting the two 
characters with guns blazing. The 
control panel includes a written 
history of the Punisher and ap- 
propriate directions for the various 
offensive moves.

tsome point in our lives we all 

experience the rude awaken- 
ing that things do not last forever. 
The famous Palisades Amusement 
Park where I spent my youth, the 
local family-run ice cream parlor 
known as Ho-Maid, and the Route 
46 outdoor drive-in movie theater 
are all gone. 

Extinction. Not an easy subject 
to grapple with, yet it has been an 
underlying theme in industry pub- 
lications and Frank “The Crank’”’ 
Seninsky’s nuts-and-bolts seminar 
on game redemption, delivered at 
the Roller Skating Association 
(RSA) annual convention and 
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skating rink owners

trade show May 9-13 at the Twin 
Towers Hotel in Orlando, Fla. 
The message was simple: the 
heyday of the indoor roller skating 
operation is over. Competition 
from Discovery Zone, Chuck E. 
Cheese, Jungle Jim’s, and other 
family entertainment centers is 
forcing rinks to take a hard look at 
the future of current operations. 
Facing extinction is not unique to 
the roller skating industry. Many 
of the logistical questions about 
change have already been addres- 
sed by bowling centers, mini-golf 
centers, and strip malls. Frank 
spoon-fed the information to the 
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200-plus attendees with his usual 
no-nonsense, here’s-how-it’s-done 
approach—a difficult task for an 
audience that never heard of Big 
Bertha, Pop-A-Ball, Around the 
World, Splash Guns, or Full Court 
Frenzy. 

A sample question from the floor: 
“Can we put a ticket dispenser on 
our pinballs and videos and create 
a redemption center?” Seninsky’s 
answer: “You can, but you won't 
make any money.’ 

Exploring the specifics of this in- 
dustry created a learning experl- 
ence for Seninsky as well. Other 
topics under discussion included 
insurance restrictions, the size of 
rink floor space and the height of 
second levels, entrances fees, and 
whether to remove skates or not. 

For rink owners already aware of 
Fun Expo, IAAPA, and Leisure Ex- 


po, the session was a confirmation 
of the need for change. For others it 
was the realization that change 
would not be easy. For some the 
seminar experience could be com- 
pared to sitting down for a snack 
and leaving stuffed after 10 
courses—time was required to 
digest the information. And for a 
select few, especially mom-and-pop 
locations, it was a time for denial 
and rejection. 

Conceptually, the challenge is: 
will redemption be an attraction at 
a roller skating rink or just one of 
the many offerings at the facility? 
The expertise of consultants such 
as Seninsky, Randy White of 
White Hutchinson, and Sue Mon- 
day of Spirit Designs, will be need- 
ed to meet the new challenge. 

After the seminar, Seninsky 
reflected: “Continuing without

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change, within three years, half of 
these owners will be extinct.” 

While the RSA boasts a mem- 
bership of 1,200, approximately 500 
attended the show. The RSA is 
moving to a new location in Indian- 
apolis and has been without an ex- 
ecutive director for the past two 
years. The turnout was amazing 
considering these facts. Don Per- 
kins is the newly elected president 
of the RSA; Jim McMahon is outgo- 
ing president. The newly appointed 
executive director is Katherine 
McDonnell.

perating redemption games is 

a package deal. That package 
is made up of tickets, service, and 
income. But youcan’t forget that it 
also contains theft. 

Protecting your income on re- 
demption games is not as fun as it 
is with video games. You can't 
simply put hasps and padlocks on 
a redemption game and hope it’s 
theft proof! I’m talking about a dif- 
ferent kind of theft on redemption 
games. 

The theft I’m referring to has 
nothing to do with the cashbox. It 
has to do with the game as a whole 
—the ticket dispenser, scoring swit- 
ches, logic board, and just about 
everything but the cashbox. 

Redemption game theft can be 
prevented with two important in- 
gredients—a coin and you. You 
take the coin and use it to learn 
how to play the game. Get familiar 
with what is supposed to happen 
when. 

One problem that can cost youa 
bundle is the reset cylinder. If it’s 
not operating properly the game 
will not be reset at the beginning of 
each game. However, the game's 
electronics will “think” that the 


game was reset and award tickets 
on all of the targets that are down 
for the first ball, award the same 
amount of tickets for the second 
ball, and so on for each ball, one 
after another. 


Another telltale sign is when a 
group of 15- to 20-year-old kids—not 
a family—tries to redeem the 
2,000-plus tickets. It’s possible they 
won them, but highly unlikely. Be 
SUSPICIOUS. 


‘‘You also must know the ticket scores and when a 
ticket is going to be dispensed. ”’ 


You could easily go through 
2,000-plus tickets a day on just that 
one game. Multiply that by 20 
games and you'll see that you 
could lose up to 40,000 tickets in 
just one day! Of course I’m exag- 
gerating on that number, but just 
think if it did happen. Your re- 
demption percentages would be 
way off and the prize redemption 
center would have no stock! 

How do you know if there’s a pro- 
blem with the reset cylinder? 
When 2,000-plus tickets are 
brought to be redeemed. Check to 
see if each ticket has been torn at 
the perforation. Ifso it means that 
the tickets were won one at a time 
(highly unlikely) or were taken 
home to be torn. 
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If you suspect there’s a problem, 
how do you nip it in the bud? Like I 
said before, you have to play each 
one of your redemption games, 
know how the game works, and 
look for problems. You also must 
know the ticket scores and whena 
ticket is going to be dispensed. 
You'll be an expert on how many 
tickets are likely to be won on any 
given machine. Remember, al- 
though your customers complain 
when they don’t get enough tick- 
ets, youcan be sure they won't tell 
you which one is giving too many 
tickets. 

It’s your job to discover that there 
is, in fact, a problem and fix it fast! 
They’re your tickets and your 
money! [J

t was all set. The Pennsylvania 

Amusement and Music Ma- 
chine Association (PAMMA) was go- 
ing to make room for three other 
state associations—New Jersey, 
New York, and New York City—to 
join it in mid-July for an expanded 
convention. 

Business seminars? Check. Randy 
Fromm technical seminars? Check. 
‘Man of the Year” honorees? Check. 
The first annual golf tournament? 
Check. Look out Hershey, Pa., for an 
onslaught of operators. Right? 
Wrong. 

Letters went out a few weeks 
before the show telling the prospec- 
tive attendees that, regrettably, it 
had to be cancelled for lack of 
operator interest. PAMMA, long con- 
sidered the host of one of the best 
state shows in the country, has been 
reduced to this. 

What about the poor associations 
that were ready to hook up with 
PAMMA? A few years back, as a 
result of the abysmal attendance at 
their individual shows, AMOA-New 
Jersey, AMOA-New York (City), and 
the New York State Coin Machine 
Association figured it was a good 
idea to pool their resources and 
stage the Northeast Regional trade 
show. It was a good idea, but the tur- 
nout was not appreciably better than 
when the three flew solo. This year, 
faced with another indifferent 
response from their operator 
members, they approached PAMMA 
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with the idea of a show with even 
broader participation. Now that this 
show got cancelled, what are they 
supposed to do next year—latch on 
with Massachusetts? Ohio? 

I had made plans in May to attend 
the California Coin Machine 
Association (CCMA) convention, 
held in Monterey late June. Upon 
mentioning this to Jerry and Sue 
Monday of California’s Century Ven- 
ding, who I encountered at the 
Washington Conference, Jerry 
responded dryly, “Well, that’ll make 
three of us.” An obvious exaggera- 
tion, I thought. Surely with a state 
the size of California, there would 
eaSily be 100 operators in 
attendance. 

Jerry wasn’t too far off. Not coun- 
ting spouses, distributors, guest 
speakers, CCMA staff, etc., I don’t 
think there could've been more than 
20 operators in Monterey—and that 
number may be high. Those who did 
attend spent a couple of hours pull- 
ing their hair out, desperate for ideas 
to drum up membership. Unfor- 
tunately, there were probably more 
ideas in that room than operators. 

This, folks, is an alarming trend. 
What's the problem? Why won't 
operators join their associations, 
participate in them, and—perhaps 
most importantly—support them 
financially? We've heard the laun- 
dry list of reasons: “The associations 
don't do anything”; “They’re domi- 
nated by the big guys”; “They focus

on issues that aren’t important to 
me’; ‘I don't have time to get involv- 
ed’; ‘I’m such a small operator that 
nobody will listen to me”; blah, blah, 
blah. 

Even if some of these reasons had 
a grain of truth to them, that’s still no 
excuse to turn your back on your 
state association. It’s a symbiotic 
relationship: they need you and you 
need them—especially with the coin- 
op industry facing high-tech intru- 
sion and state governments ever- 
eager to tax you into oblivion. Do you 
think you can fight the telephone 
companies and the legislature by 
yourself? Don’t forget to bring Lois 
Lane with you for backup. 

If you have an annoying habit of 
joining your state association when 
a crisis arises, dropping out when 
things get resolved, joining when the 
next crisis pops up, only to drop out 
again, please stop it. Join and stay in, 
once and for all. You see, if you keep 
playing membership yo-yo, one day 
you might show up at the state 
association’s door and find it gone. 
You waited one crisis too long. |!
